Sanders also says that the last 
he saw of the misaing rancher was when 
ho alighted from his (Sanders') buck- 
board, having become angry, aud Btarted 
awav with KnauBch and Graves on Feb- 
rnn/v 1 1894. several miles below the 
ranch which they all left together.
